IF U.S. WITHDRAWS 


PARIS (AP). — The Vietnamese 
Communists offered yesterday to re- 
lease all their war prisoners simul- 
taneously with a total withdrawal of 
American forces. 

Vietcong Foreign Minister Mme. 
Nguyen Thi Binh made the offer in 
8. seven-point peace plan submitted 
to the 119th session of the Vietnam 
peace talks. Her basic condition was 
that the last American soldier must 
have departed from Vietnam before 
the end of 1971, 

Tf the U.S. sets such a deadline, 
she said, the American and other 
prisoners held by Hanoi and the 
Vietcong would start being released 
on the first day of the total with- 
drawal. The last prisoner would be 
released on the same day as the last 
American soldier leaves South Viet- 
nam, 

In practice, the only really new 
aspect of her proposal was that 
release of the prisoners would 
as soon as the U.S. started its 
“total withdrawal” and would end

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versity’s commencement exercises last Sunday at the Bronfman Amphi- 
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Israeli scientists ready 
for infra-red satellite

HAIFA, 

CYIENTISTS at Tel Aviv Univere 

sity are preparing for the re- 
ception and processing of informa- 
tion from a new Infra-red earth 
mapping satellite, to be put into 
orbit by the U.S. next year. The 
satellite will send geological, hy- 
drologica] and agricultural in- 
formation, which the scientists will 
utUise for Israeli purposes, Prof. 
Zipora Alterman, of Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity, revealed this week. 

Prof. Alterman was speaking ata 
press conference here to give de- 
tails on the Ninth Bl-Annual Con- 
ference of the Israeli Scientific So- 
eleties, which will be held at the 
Technion next Tuesday through 
Thursday. The conference's theme 
will ‘be “Man and Environment.” 
Some 1.500 scientists are expected 
to attend, 

Technion Professor David Abir, 
President of the Association for the 
Advancement of Science in Israel, 
under whose auspices the confe- 
rence wiil be held, said the Asso- 
clatinn, established In 1953 at the 
initiative of then Premier David 
Ben-Gurion, serves as the roof ar- 
ganisation for 41 scientific societies 
in the country. Apart from coor- 
dinating between them and work- 
Ing for the general advancement 
of science in ‘israel, it also fosters 
the advancement of science educa- 
tion in schools. . 

He said that Prof. Μ. Brawer, 
of Tel Aviv University, will read a 
paper on the upsetting of the eco- 
logical balance of the earth, caus- 
ed by the population explosion and 
by the technological and scientific 
exploitation of resources. The 
world’s population has doubled 
‘since the beginning of the cen- 
tury, and will double again during 
the next 40 years, with the average 
annual growth having risen from 
0.5 per cent between 1750 and 
1900 (from 790 million to 1,650 
billion) to 0.8 per cent between 
1900 and 1950 (from 1,650 billion 
to 2515 billion!. The estimated 
growth rate from 1950 to the year 
2000 is expected to go up to 18 
per cent annually, so that today's 
world populaten of 3.64 billion will 
go up to an estimated 6.13 billion. 


Population explosion 


During the next 12 years, the 
population will grow more than it 
did from Adam to the industrial 
revolution, The present population 
explosion is concentrated in three 
centres: South-East Asia, Africa 
and Latin America, with the most 
serious situation on the Indian sub-

ecological balance is being serious- 
ly unbalanced there by man's be- 
haviour and way of life, resulting 
from se¢ientific and techoological 
prowess. 

Another paper, by Prof. Y. Ar- 
non of ihe Vuleani [Institute, will 
draw attention to the fact that 
while at present the growth of food 
Production is keeping pace with 
population growth, two-thirds of 
the world's population live in under- 
developed countries where nutrition 
standards are below the necessary 
minimum, especially in proteins. 
The cure must include the exten- 
sion of cultivated lands and the 
production of nutrients by un- 
conventional methods. 

Prof. Ezra Zohar, of Tel Hasho- 
mer Hospital, will read a paper 
on man's adaptation toclimate, not- 
ing the two possibilities: elther that 
man adapt to the climate, as the 
Beduin do, or that he adapt the 
climate to his needs, through the 
creation of micro-climates, 1.6. con- 
trolled climate in defined and clos- 
ed areas. He notes in his paper 
that the Beduin has adapted to the 
desart heat through a lethargic, 
effortless life, which in turn has 
made him undernourished and 
underdeveloped, with a low life ex- 
pectancy, having made no worth- 
while contribution to man's spirit 
or culture, On the other hand, 
comfortable micro-climates, first 
developed in northern Europe with 
the invention of the chimney, has 
been a foundation for progress and 
development. 


Water pollution 


Mr, Aharon Wiener, General Ma- 
nager of Tahal, will read a paper 
on the progressive pollution of the 
country's water resources and will 
sound a warning that Israel is 
lagging in the adoption of admi- 
nistrative decisions and legislation, 
to suppress “preventable pollution” 
‘by fertilisers, oil, ete. He warns 
that if steps are not shortly taken 
to contain water pollution within 
tolerable Umits, Israel may find It 
too late to do so later. 

Technion Professor Azriel Evya- 
tar who wili chair a session on

Ancient mikve found near Safed 


Jerualen Post Reporter 
SAFED. — A mikre (Jewish ritual 
bath) of ancient Hmes, containing 
everything but the bathwater, has 
been unearthed at Khirbet Sham'a, 
near here, by a team of U.S. ar- 
cheologisus led by Prof. Eric Meyers 
of Duke University, North Carolina. 

The mikve lay outside the town of 
Tekoa, Galilee. It was 3.2 metres long 
and 2.3 wide and was reached by seven 
steps cut into the rock. Its walls stil 
show remnants of ancient plaster. 

The bath was fed by rainwater. 
Prof. Meyers said about seven cubic 
metres were needed to fill it. The 
digging team found a second pit, cut 


Gahal fights direct

Tekoah complains

NAZARETH, — District Court Judge 
Y¥. Margalit yesterday cancelied the 
temporary Injunction whieh had pre- 
vented the deputy chairman of the 
Kiryat Shmons Local Council, Mr. 
Reuven Alon, from taking part in 
last Tuesday's Council session. The 
session had been called to vote 
Chairman Avraham Nizri out οἱ of- 
fice, and elect ἃ new coalition to 


be headed by Mr. Aloni, who has- 


been expelled from the Labour Party 
following his attempt to unseat the 
Labour coalition. 

At the same time, the judge re- 
fused to order the Cowncll to ba 
convened, on the grounds that he 
‘was not competent to do so. He thus 
dismissed an application by Mr. Aloni 
to fix a date for the session in or- 
der to unseat Mr. Nizri. 


The judge took the opportunity to 
censure Mr. Nizri severely for his 
“unfair behaviour, not befitting a pub- 
ic personality,” over the injunction 
he had taken out against Mr. Alon’. 
The judge noted that he had granted 
Mr. Nizri's request to it him 
personally to hand the injunction tc 
Mr, Alonl. But instead of doing so, 
or at least informing Mr. Aloni of 
the existence of the injunction, he

had kept it secret, until the Council 
session actually started. “Through 
this action, he prevented Mr. Alon! 
from appealing to the court to can- 
eel the order, or take any other ac- 
tion. This was a breach of the court's 
trust, and has deprived Mr. Nizri of 
any claim to honesty,” the judge 
sald. He therefore ordered him to 
pay 11.250 casts. 

The judge's decision again leaves 
the situation stalemated, because 
whereas Mr. Aloni now has the vo- 
tes to unseat Mr. Nizri, he cannot 
force him to call a Council meeting. 
This will strengthen the Interior Min- 
istry’s intention of appointing an ad- 
ministrative council. 

In Tel Aviv yesterday the Labcur 
Party Municipal Committee chair- 
man, Mr. Shrage Netzer, urged Ma- 
pam and the NRP not to support the 
ouster of Mr. Nizri. He said they 
should support the formation of an 
appointment commission, in keeping 
with the recommendation of the 
Knesset Interior Committee. 

Mr. Netzer held that the only way 
to prevent the ousting of mayors and 
local council chairmen in mid-term 
was by introducing direct mayoral 
elections, and appealed to all parties 
to help the Labour Party have this 
legislation enacted.

19 killed and 254 injured; in 197) 
there was a big increase to a total 
of 103 killed and 623 injured.

The Shi; man , Yis- 
rael Libertovsky, told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that the’ cabled in- 
quiry had arrived before Wednes- 
day's decision by the Transport 
Minister, to recommend to the Min- 
isterial Economic Committee the 
construction of such a dock by the 
yard, in order to assure its further 
full employment. 

Mr. Libertovsky said that the 
Hongkong firm had applied to the 
Haifa yard because it can complete 
the dock, of 20,000-ton lifting capa- 
city, in two and a half years, half 
the time needed by the overloaded 
Japenese yards. The dock bnilt for 
the Greek firm had also been of 
high quallty. It was sold for $4.4m., 
but in view of the price increases 
since the sales agreement was 


completed three years ago, the yard . 


would charge about $5.5m. for the 
new dock. 

Mr. Libertovsky noted that the 
yard had made an 11 per cent profit 
on the dock while the added value 
dollars had cost only 113.83. With 
the know-how acquired in the con- 
struction, the new dock should be 
even more profitable.

HERZLIYA. — Fears of creatin; 
“test-tube babies" are “at present 
fantasy," ‘Professor Yitzhak 
Hatbrecht, head of the Israel Fer- 
tility ‘Association, declared yester- 
day in the opening lecture of the 
two-day international .. symposium - 
on ovum-maturation and release, 
fertilization and transportation, at 

the Sharon Hospital. : 

Prof. Halbrecht added: ‘“Bfankind 
should not compete with God m 
creating life, even if it could,” other- 
wise it “will reach a point of no 
return.” 

The man who some ‘months ago 
received world-wide prominence by 
fertilizing a human ovum in a test 
tube, Dr. R.G. Edwards, of the Phy- 
siological Laboratory at Cambridge. 
had as his subject “egg fertilization 
and maturation in vitro (a test 
tube).” He indicated that his re- 
search was aimed mainly at study- 
ing those biological processes which 
would allow physicians, such'as his 
partner, Dr. Patrick Steptoe, to help 
infertile women conceive. ἡ 

Before his lecture, Dr. Edwards 
said his work had been “publicized 
out of all proportion,” and he refu- 
sed to talk about it. He even refu- 
sed to reveal his age, asking that he 
be described as an “active man.” . 


He did say, however, that when he 
served as 8 second Lieutenant In a

for two armed robbers 


TEL AVIV. — Two young men were 
sentenced to six and seven-and-a- 
half years imprisonment by the Dis- 
trict Court here yesterday for 14 cri- 
minal offences, including armed rob- 
bery, purse-snatching, and shooting 
at policemen. 

Shmaya <Angel, 19, will serve 
geven-and-a-half years, and Eliezer 
Trochman six years. . 

The shooting: occurred after the 
two stole a car in Tel Aviv and 
used it to ambush a man in Herz- 
ya. At the point of a gun, they 
robbed him of 1L120. 

Later, when chased in their stolen 
car by a police patrol, they fired 
at the police car from 8. Kalatchni- 
kov rifle causing. jt to swerve off the 
road. Eventually, the chase led tc 
Jeffa, where they crashed head-on 
into another police car. They Jumped 
out, together with a third man; and 
Hed on foot. Police opened fire and 
thelr accomplice dropped in hs 
tracks, wounded. Angel and Troch- 
man were picked up later. 

Defence Counsel pleaded for le- 
mlency in Trochman's case, claiming 
that he was disturbed because of an 
unsettled childhood. His mother was 
& Polish Christian, and he had been 
ridiculed as a child when the family 
first came to Israel and Hved on ες 


kibbutz. Later, he was sent to a 
mission school in Jaffa, but here too 
he felt out of place among the Arab 
children, He had repeatedly attempt- 
ed suicide. The lawyer declared that 
@ prison sentence would irredeemab- 
ly destroy him. ig 

The three-man bench felt, how- 
ever, that they were unable to be 
lenient in crimes of this nature. But 
they did recommend that Trochman 
receive psychiatric treatment while 
in prison. 

Trochman was also banned froir 
driving for 10 years from the day 
of his release from prison. (Ttim)
